ARTROUAKE Ih 
ITALY DESTROYS 
TWO VILLAGES 


Ruins Bury Many Persons and 
100 Are Reported Dead 
in Calabria. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
ROME, Oct. 24.—Earth shocks through 


Calabria yesterday caused considerable 
damage, destroving iwo villages, but so 
far as known, only 10 lives were lost. 
To add to the desolation, it was raining 
in torrents. 

Tne cathedral at Towredi Gerace was 
thrown down, as was an ancient tower 


which had withstood all the Calabrian 
earthquakes for centuries 


The confusion caused by the earth- 
quake was increased by a mutiny of 
the prisoners in the Catanzare Jail, 
which was subdued with difficulty. 

The troops sent with the relief trains 
to the scene of the disaster had a valm- 
ing effect on the population. 

Only two days ago the Finance Minis- 
ter inaugurated two entirely new  vil- 
lages in Calabria, which had been built 
py the Relief Committee of Milan for 
the victims of the earthquake of 1%. 
These villages, however,-withstood the 
shocks. ! 

Tne shock was especially severe in 
the southern end of the peninsula. Half 
the houses at Ferruzzano and Branca- 
leone collapsed and many ‘persons were 
buried in the ruins. Ac Sinanoli 
St. Ilario several ‘persons were buried, 
and everfwhere panic prevailed. 

Rocoila, Jonica, Reczio, Cosanza, Bar- 
"odio, Cittanova, Palmi, Gerace, Marina 
and other towns suffered, but not se- 
vere'y.

Over Course at 40 Miles 
an Hour.

The real achievement of Wednesday’s 
thrilling airship sport was the announce- 
ment py Brigadier-General James Allen, 
Chief o fthe Signal Corps, that he wil) 
recommend the dirigible balloon for us, 
in the army. Gen. Allen's decision came 
after he had witnessed four daring 
young Americans navigate their flying 
crafts across the sky. 

The dirigibility of the mere toys pi- 
Joted by Capt. Thomas Baldwin and his 
tlever pupils, Lincoln Beachey, Jack 
Pallas and Horace .B. Wild, was dem- 
onstrated not only to the satisfaction of 
Gen. Allen, but to the delirious enthu- 
Siasm of 100,000 landsmen, who may 
some day emulate Henri Deutsch’s deer 
stalking in his airship. 

But it was Beachey who was crowned 
king of the air by the spectators. His 
last mile over the course in 4 minutes 
and 40 seconds, was niaster!; naviga- 
tion. As the nose of the craft was 
held. true, under a speect of 4) miles an 
hour, during the entire dash around the 
Blair monument the tremendous salute 
wo; the crowd lifted wu:rough space to_the 
sreck on the dangling frame. lie waved 
his cap. 

Feat Brings Applause. 
This mad applause sweeled as the 


craft like a fabled horse of the sky, 
tore its way along the lofty home- 
stretch with the sun’s rays splashing 
from the propeller blades, Suddenly 
over the concourse the mootr’s throb- 
bing ceased. The ship hung motionless 
for an instant, then it settled as a hawk 
cropping on its prey.

“He's off,’ shouted the spectators as 
Wild mounted on  Baysdorfer’s ship. 
Baldwin wes forgotten. The Omaha 
man’s entry was sucked into a whirl- 
pool of winds from the north and west 
and drawn rapidly eastward. Desperate 
work at the rudder failed to bring the 
fated ship about. She shot upward in 
an oblique suction and drifted a dere- 
lict in the calm of 2000 feet. The pro- 
peller ‘ailed to flash back the suriight 
and. the crowd knew that Wild's en- 
gines had stopped.

Our balloon, named the Pommern, 
after its owner, Freiherr von Howald of 
Pommern, won the first prize during the 
recent international race at 
just six weeks ago.

Went Up 3000 Feet. 
Then we threw out some of our bal- 


last and seon reached an altitude of 
nearly 3000 feet. We threw four bags 
of sand overboard and found what we 
had been lodking for—a good current 
which carried us on a north-northeast- 
.erly course. 

And from that time until we landed 
in Asbury Park, we kept the easterly 
course. I am afraid we miscalculated 
our course a little and thought we were 
further to the -north than we really 
were. If we had gone as we had in- 
tended to, we would have landed further 
to the eastward an«i would have covered 
a greater distance, no doubt. But I 
blame the American charts for that. 

When I first came to America with the 
intention of entering the balloon races I 
looked about for air charts, but none 
was to be had. The very best charts I 
could get were issued by the Postoffice 
Department in Washington. But 
do not show the postroaus nor do they 
locate the mountains. 

In Germany our charts tell 
highway and where the mountains are. 
We have our charts on linen and can 
carry them in our pockets. 


Charts Add Weight. 

Here I had to take with me a big 
bundle of them which ad@ed a good deal 
‘to the welght we had to carry. 
had to unfold them, and in the air it 
was hard to handle them at times. 

When you are on a balloon trip you 
sail almost exclusively by charts and 
compass. You have no way by which 
you can tell the speed of your balloon 
except by watching the land beneath 
you. If your charts are good you have 
no trouble in locating your position. We 
did the best we could. There were 
times, however, when we were in doubt 
as to the exact locality, and had to 
descend to make absolutely certain. We 
(would call out to people below through 
la megaphone to tell us where we were. 
‘It was very unsatisfactory. 


, “What is the name of the nearest 
'town? Where are we?" we would ask. 


“Hello! Where are you coming from? 
‘Say. where are you bound for? How 
| do you like it?” would be the reply. 
Once we got the right answer, and 
} that was anesday morning as we 
i'were nearing Philadelphia. We hailed 
'a man and he told us just where we 
‘were. He never asked a single ques- 
tion about where we came from or 
whither we were bound. 


Chatted With Some Boys. 


On Tuesday evening. after crossing 
the Ohio River. we descended to a safe 
altitude and saw a number of small

to it as hard as they could. We had 
quit a chat with them, and they gave 
us all the information we wanted.

The Danger Is Slight. 

All you have'to do is to watch your 
barometer. If you don’t you may get 
a sudden drop and perhaps break a few 
bones: but there is no need for worry 
so long as things go as they should. 
Another of the joys of ballooning is the 
pure, clear air you enjoy. The higher 
you rise the clearer the air gets. 

Danger? There is none to speak Of. 
Many persons believe that a man in a 
balloon is jolted about unmercifully. 
Nothing of the kind. You simply slide 
along. 

You are part of the air current. In the 
daytime you tise and fall considerably. 
This is due to the fact that you are 
seeking currents in the air, also because 
of the changing atmosphere. 

Our charts tell us that we sail alons 
almost on a straight line in the nigh! 
time. 

Our balloon was over 7000 feet in the 
air when we passed over Dayton, 0. We 
had a beautiful view of that town. It 
Was a few minutes before sunset when 
We crossed the Ohio and sailed In the 
direct'on of Pittsburg. At first we Saw 
the lights of that city. Then by lower- 
Ing our altitude we could distirguish the | 
railroads along the river and could sce 
the postroads. 

Other Points of Guidance. 

There were other marks of identifica- 
tion which, told us our exact locality. 

It was shortly before 11 p. m. that 
We saw the lights of Altoona. It was 
a beautiful sight, but the thermometer 
had dropped pretty close to the freezing 
point. -We were warm, however, for we 
wore our heavy coats and had our legs 
wrapped well in blankets. 

Our last night in the air was rather

States. We are not informed just where 
in the Unite” States it is to be recon- 
structed, but it is likely that it may be 
found in future at Coney Island, to- 
gether with a charge of 25 cents to walk 
out on it and imagine you are in Ire- 
and. 

Ordinarily, one country would not per- 
mit portions of its scenery to be trans- 
ferred to another; but it is not hard to 
understand the helplessness of Ireland 
in the matter of the Giant’s Causeway.

BERLIN, Oct. 24.—‘‘Never!”’ exclaimed 
Editor Harden in court when the Judge 
suggested that Von Moltke and he come 
to an understanding and end the latter’s 
libel suit. “I would rather undergo 
‘penal servitude than compromise this 
case.,”’ 

Justice Kern had taken up Gen. Count 
Cuno Von Moltke’s suit against Maxi- 
milan Harden, editor of Zukunft, for li- 
bel and defamation of character in ac- 
cusing him of belonging to the 
called ‘“‘Knights of the Round Table’ 
and inferentially ef participating in their 
decadent rites and practices. : 

Ten thousand persons furiously sought 
cards of admission to the small court- 
room. Here was an opportunity, these 
10,000 believed, to learn many secrets of 
the imperial court; here was a trial in- 
‘volving men of the highest rank, de- 
scendents of those who created the Em- 
pire, men .who have surrounded one of 
the most august thrones in all Europe. 

Von Moltke was not in uniform. What- 
ever the trial determines, it is probable 
the day has passed when he can wear 
‘‘the Kaiser's coat.’’ Von Moltke is a 
handsome man of soldierly bearing, as 
becomes his birth and training. He was 
pale, but sélf-possessed; only occasion- 
ally did he betray nervousenss. 

Harden has a remarkable head, 
crowned with curly hair, and an ascetic, 
smooth-shaven face. He was composed 
but alert, and rarely turned his piercing 
eyes from the man he accuses. 

Harden Twice Convicted. 

The “‘drama” really began when Jus- 
tice Kern questioned Harden about his 
standing in the law’s eyes. . .en has 
been twice convicted and imprisoned for 
lese majeste and has been fined for libel 
several times. 

Then the Judge, plunging into affairs, 
asked Harden of the accusations in his 
writings against Von Moltke. 

“My object was solely political,’” said 
the editor. “I wrote that Gen. Count 
Von Moltke and his intimates sought 
to influence the Kaiser's political ac- 
tions and often to persuad- His Ma- 
jesty against the advice of his consti- 
tutional advisers. I said Gen. Count 
Von Moltke is a man of completely ab- 
normal sensibilities, and I refuse to re- 
‘tract a syllable I have uttered against 
, him.” 

Von Montke here plainly lost 
' self possession. Dr. von Gordon 
iclaimed excitedly: 

“There is no such coterie as that 
you call the ‘Knights of the Round 
| Table.’ ”’ 
| Herr Bernstein 
call Frau von Elbe, Count von Moltke’s 
divorced wife, ‘‘to confirm Harden's ac- 
, cusations.”’ 

Tried to Keep Her Off Stand. 

Dr. Von Gordon strongly objected to 
' having her testify. 

It was then Justice Kern suggested 
that the parties to the suit come to 
,an understanding, and Herr Harden 
‘made his declaration, melodramatically, 
'that rather would he go to penal servi- 
| tude.

mony: Harden, addressing the Court, 
said: 

“I repeat that I have never accused 
Gen. Count Von Moltke of criminal acts. 
But new I do.’’ 

Then, climax succeeding climax, Frau 
Von Elbe testified that her former hus- 
banc often characterized the marriage 
state as bestia]. 

She declared, too, that Prince Zu El- 
lenburg once knelt at her feet 
beged her to give up her husband.

RODIN’S STATUE OF UGOLINO 
IS TO BE PLACED IN CAVE 


PARIS, Oct. a«.—Official recognition 
has jugt been given to the great artistic 
merit of Rodin’s famous statue of 
Ugolino, one of the greatest works of 
this great sculptor. His conception of 
the sad hero of Dante's story is an 


extraordinarily powerful personification 
of hunger and despaflr. - 

The story is told that one day a vis- 
itor to Rodin’s studio walked around 
an upper gallery and called down to the 
artist: 

“Rodin, your Ugolino looks even more 
terrible than evér from this height.”’ 

Rodin climbed the stair, saw that his 
critic was right and then conceived the 
idea that the statue must be placed in 
a sort of a cave, with the only point of 
view above it. This idea will be car- 
ried out.
